Tile young man of today would 


decide in all probability that he would 
not h/j called upr»n to punish his moth- 
er, but In those distant days there | 
was no district attorney and the "law" 
of the time looked to relatives to 
avenge wrongs done individuals. 
A 


man without kin was unavenged, as 
shown by an example that has come 
down to us—the example of a slave 
whose master could not avenge her 
lawfully as she had no relatives real 
or fictitious, . Moreover, in 
ttie 
so- 


ciety of the time the oldest son was 
the officer of the law, and Orestes had 
botli a natural and an oil'.cial or pub- 
lic duty to perform in bringing his 
mother to justice. 
Sophocles solved 


tho matter 
In 
.1 rather matter-of- 


fact way. 
"If one must cut one's 


mother's throat," he- says in effect, "it 
is all in the day's work." 


The Greek p!:vy. according to 
Mrs. 


Putnam, was merely a 
conventional- 


ized masque, and 
realism 
was 
tin- 


known. Ar.iors wore masks, there was 
little action and to our way of think- 
ing the chorus was generally irrele- 
vant. 
Now with Hamlet It is what 


he pays that counts 
and 
what 
he, 


thinks. Hnmtet is the most real of un- 
real people. largely because we 
can- 


not understand him. Orestes'is like a 
figure on a Greek vase, with one eter- 
nal tragic gesture; Hamlet is a friend 
for every day, even though like him 
we can never pluck the heart out of 
the mystery. 
Kach play reflects the 


spirit of its time and shows how the 
people of that time looked upon art.

There Is a lesson Cor all teachers 


In the recent heartrending tragedy at 
Mel rose: A little girl \vlio hart forgot- 
ten her hook was sent hack to get it, 
and on the lonely road she met a hrutc 
who murdered hc-r. While merely do- 
Ing what is very 
common 
in 
most 


. schools, the teacher who 
sent 
thai 


child, home cannot wholly escape the 
jnoral responsibility, though undoubt- 
edly blameless beCoro the law. 


We do not have- to go out of Lowell 


to find similar instances, though for- 
tunately they have not as yet resulted 
so lamentably. Sometimes as a disci- 
plinary measure, sometimes to Eel a 
note explaining previous absence from 
a school session or because of 
other 


reasons, teachers send 
very 
young 


children home during school sessions, 
thereby exposing them to dangers of 
which their parents are 
not aware. 


Whether it be a 
passing axito, the 


temptation of ihe river or canal, or the 
more terrible fiend in human 
shape, 


there are pitfalls in the path 
of all 


children, 
and 
teachers 
might 
well 


learn a clearer sense of their respon- 
sibilities from the recent 
horror in 


Melrose. 


If possible, children should never be 


wholly free from the 
jurisdiction of 


parents or teachers. 
Careful 
fathers 


and mothers pay attention to the com- 
panions their children choose, to their 
playgrounds and to everything 
else 


connected with their time out of the 
home. The parents rightly fee! that 
when children are at school they are 


i under .the, same prudent guidance, and 


teachers have no right to take it on 
themselves to send children home on 
Billy errands during school 
"sessions.

ninety-nine cases out of a hun- 


dred, neither discipline nor anything 
else would suffer if the teacher waited 
for the book or the

cession or even until the next day. 


To send children home during school 


hours shows poor judgment, but not 
infrequently it shows the inability of 
the teacher to govern her class. There

day from the tax commissioner's office 
at Boston. Lowell will benefit by the 
n_w "corporate franchise tax" to the 
extent of $14.928.60. 


In many communities the fax rate 


has been affected materially. The op- 
eration of the law took 
effect 
last 


week immediately upon approval by 
the governor. In each of the 35 cities 
of the slate gains are shown, with the 
exception of Beverly, Boston. Newton. 
Taunton and Worcester. 


A study of the new law is 
inter- 


esting. Prior to the passage of the 
act, the distribution of taxes on rail- 
road, telephone and telegraph compan- 
ies was made to the cities and towns 
In which the stockholders happened to 
reside, the state -retaining the tax on 
account of all non-resident sharehold- 
ers. 
Under this new law. Ihe 
state 


still retains the non-resident taxes, but 
the remainder is distributed to every 
city and town as the gross local 'as- 
sessment on real and personal proper- 
ty In each city and 
town 
compares 


with the gross assessment on real and 
personal property in the state. 


Until now the gas. electric light and 


water tax distributions were made in 
the same way as were the railroad, 
telephone and telegraph taxes. Hence- 
forth, the gas, electric light and water 
taxes will he distributed to Ihe cities 
and towns in which the business of 
the corporations is carried on. 


Another result of the new law will 


be the reimbursing of cities and towns 
for one-third of the taxes lost on ac- 
count of soldier and sailor exemptions. 
This whole Item amounts to approxi- 
mately $50,000.

Mullen of Everett, who was suspended 
from the Everett hoard on the evening 
of Feb. 23 for alleged insults to Mayor 
Chambers and members of the board, 
arrested the same night and discharged 
the next morning In the Maiden court.

Better Than in the State as a 
Whole

HOUSE. Boston. June 6.— 


Employment conditions in Lowell for 
the quarter ending March 31 were bel- 
ter than for a long time, according to 
the quarterly report of the bureau of 
statistics. Issued today. 
While the bureau is compelled to 


make up Its figures chiefly from the re- 
ports of unemployment among organ- 
ized workers, it is generally conceded 
that they reflect with fair accuracy the 
general condition-of employment. 


That conditions in Lowell were much 


better than in the state, as a whole, is 
Bhown by the fact that at the close oi 
March only 3.S per cent of the members 
of 
organized 
labor 
In Lowell were 


without employment, while 
the per- 


centage for tho state as a whole was 
S.6. This latter percentage is identical 
with that of Dec. 21 last, but is eight 
points lower than for March. 1S15. 


As usual, the chief cause of unem- 


ployment was reported as lack of work, 
the percentage Idle on that account be- 
ing 3.3; unfavorable weather was the 
cause of. 1 per cent, while strikes and 
lockouts caused 1.9 per cent; disabi!lt> 
was given as the cause In 1.6 per cent 
of the- cases. 
Only two cities, Cambridge and Ha- 
, 
verhlll, had percentages of unemploy- 


ment lower than Lowell's. 


The report states that all the textile 


mills in Lowell were running on full 
:imo and some of them on overtime 
with a full force of employes, .except In 
some departments in which

president of the Chinese republic, died 
yesterday inornfngv 


Yuan Shi-Kal was reported to have 


been taken seriously 111 on May 2S. At 
that time despatches from China stated 
it was believed in Pekin that the pres- 
ident had been poisoned, but this re- 
port was denied--by the Chinese am- 
bassador at Washington, who insisted 
that the president was not even ill. 


Yuan Shi-Kai died while the storms 


of revolution were gathering in 
in- 


creasing strength. 
The revolt broke 


out in December, 1915, when the pres- 
ident announced his intention ot' es- 
tablish ing- a monarchy and ascending 
the throne as the first emperor of the 
new dynasty. His coronation was set 
for early in February of this year, but 
was postponed indefinitely, owing to 
the revolt in southern China. Several. 
attempts were made upon the presi- 
dent's life and a bomb plot was dis- 
covered in the imperial palace. 


The establishment of a 
monarchy 


was strongly opposed by Japan 
the final abandonment of the plan was 
largely credited to the representations 
made- by Tokio. 
The revolt progressed, however, and 


in March the governors of the Chinese 
provinces demanded the resignation o 
the president. 
In May the provinces 


of Shansi and -Shantung announced 
their independence and PL iprovisionn 
government was established 
by

n^w "corporate franchise tax" to the. 
extent of $H,92S.60. 


In many communities the tax rate 


has been affected materially. The op-

week immediately upon approval hy 
the governor. In each of the 35 cities, 
of the state gains are, shown, with the 
exception of Beverly, Boston, Newton. 
Taunton and Worcester. 


A study of the new lasy is 
inter- 


esting. Prior to the passage of the 
act, the distribution of taxes on rail- 
road, telephone and telegraph compan- 
ies was made to the cities and towns 
in which the stockholders happened to 
reside, the state retaining the tax on 
account of all non-resident sharehold- 
ers. 
Under this new law. the 
state 


still retains the non-resident taxes, but 
the remainder is distributed to every 
city and town as the gross local as- 
sessment on real and personal proper- 
ty in each city and 
town compares 


with the gross assessment on real and 
personal property in the state. 


Until now the gas, electric light and 


water tax distributions were made in 
tbe same way as were the railroad, 
telephone and telegraph taxes. Hence- 
forth, the gas, electric light and water 
taxes will be distributed to the cities 
and towns In which the business of 
the corporations is carried on. 


Another result of the new law will 


be'the reimbursing of cities and towns 
for one-third of the taxes lost on ac- 
count of soldier and sailor exemptions.

;-any refused to advise the company to 
certify a $25.000 bond issue for surface 
drainage in tho city of Everett because 
of the Mullen trouble In the board. 


A letter to this effect was forwarded 


by the law firm of Ropes, Gray, Boyden 
& Perkins to. City Treasurer Nathan 
Nichols of Everett yesterday, and as a 
result the city Is In an uproar. 


Alderman Mullen last night created 


still more excitement when he openly 
announced that this victory was only 
the beginning and that hb was going to 
rrake It a special point to not only 
clean out the Everett city hall hut to be 
the next mayor of the cits1 as well. 


He further maintains that unless he 


is reinstated Everett will be forced Into 
bankruptcy and that hundreds of city 
employes will be thrown out of work. 


"Personal spite can never hope to win 


against law," he said to a reporter last 
night. "The law is with me because 1 
nm right, and until I am reinstated no 
financial transactions can 
be. legally 


carried through by the Everett board.' 


The letter sent to the Everett treas- 


urer by the Old Colony Trust company 
lawyers follows: 


"We have examined the paper in con- 


nection with the authorization of tho 
above described bonds and have alao 
looked into the facts of the suspensioi 
or attempted suspension, prior to the 
meeting at which the bonds were au-

by a taxpayer's proceedings, but prob 
ably a proceeding to enjoin tho Issu 
ance of the bonds would be necessar> 
to test the question of their validity."

Better Than in the State as a 


. Whole

STATE HOUSE, Boston. June 6.— 


•Employment conditions in Lowell for 
the quarter ending March 31 were bet- 
ter than for a long time, according lo 
the quarterly report of the bureau of 
statistics, issued today. 


While the bureau Is compelled to 


n-iake up its figures chiefly from the re- 
ports of unemployment among organ- 
ized workers, it is generally conceded 
that they reflect with fair accuracy the 
general condition of employment. 


That conditions in Lowell were much 


better than in the state, as a whole, is 
Ehown by the fact that at tho close oi 
March only 3.S per cent of the members 
of 
organized 
labor 
in Lowell were 


without employment, while 
tire per- 


centage for the state as a whole was 
S 6 
This latter percentage is identical 


with that of Dec. 21 last, but Is eight 
points lower than for March, ISIS. 


As usual, the chief cause of unem- 


ployment was reported as lack of work, 
the percentage idle on that account be- 
ing *3 9: u..favorable weather was tbe 
cause of 1 per cent, while strikes and 
lockouts caused 1.9 per cent; disability 
was given as the cause In 1-6 per cent 
of the cases.
